'a'checlc was made at all throe of those agenoios, and that up to thalT ttluO, 
the subject bad not been placed in a teaching position* However, it was 
determined that he had been registered with all throe agencies, and it 
was believed that he might be placed in the fall of 1947 at one of the 
Eastern schools. According to information obtained from these agei^iee, 
subject formerly taught at Boston University, in 1945 and was emplo^d at 
the General Electric Plant, Lynn, Mass., in 1946 as a foreman. IToue of 
these agencies had corresponded with the subject since March, 1947. 




Professor ELIOT PERKINS, Master of Lowell House, Harvard University, 
stated that he recalled the subject as a student in one of his classes 
about 1940, His recollection was tiiat the subject "had more industry than 
judgement." Professor PERKINS stated that he did not know him well enough 
to form an opinion as to his loyalties. 


Confidential informant T-1 advised that the subject's wife, Mrs.'.. I'*. 
tjtolNEMAN, told her that she lived in Germaijy when Hitler first came to 
p^er and that her father and brother had spent some time in German concen- 
tration camps; that her brother later went to England and became a British 
subject. Her brother was a very brilliant scientist and, according to Mrs, 
HEINEI.'LAN, EINSTEIN had sent for him to help work on the atomic bomb, and 
recently he had returned to England, Informant T-1 further stated that 
subject's wife told her that the subject had been ta^ng courses all summer 
. at Harvard University and was an instructor in history but had been sent to 
; Mexico City by Harvard College and had been there for the past two months* 




The writer made several inquiries at Harvard University, including 
the Department of History, but it was ascertained that the subject was not 
on the staff as an Assistant Professor, nor was he listed as one of those . 
who was given a Research Fellowship to leave the country. 
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The subje 
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set's wife was contacted telephonioally by the use of 
and she advised that her husband was in Mexico writing
